ways of using the‘product of the cen- 
.tury. plant. The most harmless anc’ 
also the most difficult to prepare is 
in the form of a fermented liquor. The 
futtons are not. as 1 well adapted to 
this—use-as-, other parts of the plant. 
The buttons .are the seed pods of a 
variety of the century. plant called 
bayote. :They. louk somewhat like lit- 
‘the roune -hips of bark, the shape of 
a saucer, In the. center. is a little tuft- 
of cotton.
